Washington, August 8—The bili: 
granting statehood to New Mexico and 
Arizona, legisiation that has been for 
many years the dream of the people of 
these territories, was passed by the 
genau: ‘onight—53 to 18—after rejec- 
tion he Nelson amendment which 
Proposes striking out of the Arizona 
constitution its judiciary recall pro- 
vision. 

The till as passed by the senate dif- 
fers only slightly from the house 
measure, and it is said, may be unsat- 
isfactory to President Taft. He has 
contended all along that he would be 
glad to sign the statehood bill if the 
Nelson amendment prevailed, but that 
it was a grave question whether he 
would be wiling to sign it if the 
amendment were defeated, as it was, 
by 43 to 26. The indications tonight 
are that the bill wil become a law 
' without his signature. 


The Nelson Amendment, 


Practically all of the debate on the 
bill centered around the Nelson 
amendment. Even some senators who 
declared their opposition to the recall 
of judges voted against the amend- 
ment on the ground that if the people 
of Arizona desired recall as part of 
their system of government it was for 
them and not for congress whether 
they should have it. 

The bill as passed compels Arizona 
as a condition precedent to entry into 
the union to submit the recall proposi- 
tion to the voters for final decisioon 
as to whether it shall remain in their 
constitution. New Mexico must vote 
on a proposition embodied in the bill 
which would make the constitution of 
the state easier of amendment.

Perkins Was Willing to Talk, 
but Counsel Advised Him to

Washington, August 8.—George W. 
Pe @ins, a director of the United States 
Steel corporation, and one of the men 
said to have aided in averting finan- 
cial disaster during the panic of 1907, 
faces tonight the alternative of an- 
swering questions to the house com- 
mittee on inquiry into the steel corpor- 
ation, bearing on his persona) cam- 
paign contributions and such contrt- 
butions by the New York Life Insgur- 
ance company or being cited before the 
bar of the house of representatives, 

Should the house sustain the major- 
ity of the committee and order Mr. 
Perkins to answer and should he then 
still refuse he may be adjudged in 
contempt of congress and imprisoned. 

Mr. Perkins, though personally will- 
ing to talk about campaign contri- 
butions, refused, on the advice of coun- 
el, to answer interrogatories on that 
line put to him by Chairman Stanley 
and Representative Beall, of Texas. 
Richard Lindabury, counsel for the 
steel corporation, and Edgar A. Ban+ 
croft, who appeared for Mr. Perkins, 
insisted that the authority given the 
committee in this inquiry made irre- 
levant an attempt to inquire inte the 
private campaign contributions of the 
witness or his relations with corpor- 
ations foreign to the steel corpora. 
tion. 

Perkins Begged for Time. 

Late today, after the witness, his 
counsellors and the committee § had 
wrangied long over the hitch and the 
chairman’s decision that he answer had 
been sustained after an appeal by 
Representetive Young, of Michigan, 
Chairman Stanley warned Mr. Perkins 
that it might be necessary to cite him 
to the bar of the house. The chair- 
man later suggested that the New 
York financier appear before the house 
tomorrow to avoid being taken into 
custody by the sergeant-at-arms. 

When matters reached this stage, Mr, 
Perkins’said the situation was so cri- 
tical that he wished time to consider. 
This was granted and the investigation 
proceeded along other lines. 

“Mr. Perkins,” Chairman 
said tonight, “will be given another 
opportunity to answer. If he still 
persists in refusing to answer, there 
will be nothing to do but to cite him 
before the bar of the house. The pro- 
cedure ‘will be for the committee to 
turn him over to the sergeant-at- 
arms.”

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STATE FAIR BILL 


Will Not Give Any Money as 
Prizes for Exhibits, 


It cannot be said of Joe Hill Hall as 
it was of a certain noted “treasury 
watch-dog in congress:

The resolution appropriating the 
money was offered by Representative 
Holtzclaw, of Houston, in lieu of a 
bill previously introduced appropriat- 
ing $50,000 for the erection, of perma- 
nent state fair buildings in the Central 
City. 

It provided that the state give to the 
State Agricultural college $5,000 for 
each of the next two years, the same 
to be used in offering prizes for agri- 
cultural exhibits at the state fair. 

Unconstitutional, Says Hall. 

“The constitution clearly says that 
we shall not appropriate any money 
to an individual or private corpora- 
tion,” declared Colonel Hall “The

Flowers was appointed guardian of 
the person and property of old lady 
Flowers. On the day of #the tragedy 
they had congregated at the Flowers 
home for the purpose of having Hart 
account for the property and money. 

Will Williams, who was killed, was 
there as a spectator and a friend of 
the Flowers. A difficulty arose after 
hard words had passed between John 
Hart and his two sons on one side and 
the two Flowers on the other, and a 
general shooting followed. Wright 
Flowers was soon on the groung with 
a rifle ball lodged in his spinal col- 
umn, paralyzed, helpless to move; Bill 
Flowers was down with a rifle ball 
through his body and another through 
the arm, and Will Williams was gasp- 
ing for breath nearly a hundred yards 
from the house, a Dall having pene- 
trated his right lung. He lived until 
the following day. 

Bill Flowers finally recovered. Hart 
and two sons, Jim and Erb. were in- 
dicted by the grand jury for the mur- 
der of Williams and at the April term, 
1910, the elder Hart was tried and 
found guilty with a recommendation to 
mercy.

Meeting Reverse Action 
of City Council. 


Gainesville, Ga., August 8.—At a citi- 
zen’s meeting called to discuss the 
provision of the new charter for the 
city of Gainegville, held at the court

A call meeting of the Gainesville city 
council was held Wednesday night for 
considering the proposed new charter. 
At this meeting council passed with- 
out a dissenting vote a resolution re- 
questing Representative Adams to 
withdraw the bill and in event he did 
not consent to do so requesting Rep- 
resentative Christopher and Senator 
Hill to do so. The bill was then sub- 
mitted to a mass meeting of the people 
last night. 

Mr. Adams and Colonel Thompson at 
the meeting last night led the two 
factions and until 12 o’clock there was 
discussion pro and con participated 
in by quite a number. The Dill provid- 
ed that the corporate name of the city 
be changed from “The Mayor and Coun- 
cil of the City of aGinesville” to “The, 
City of Gainesville,” that the city and 
county shall have joint control of the 
public square;/ to prevent mayor and 
council members from selling and con- 
tracting with the city; making it un- 
lawful for mayor or council member 
to hold any other civil office; disqual- 
ifying any person related by blood or 
marriage to the mayor or to the mem- 
ber of council from holding a position 
in any department of the city govern- 
ment; providing for registration lists; 
providing that all meetings of council 
shall be public meetings; providing 
for monthly and quartérly statements 
form the clerk’s office as to financial 
condition of the city; and for the elec- 
tion of a recorder as to financia] condi- 
dition of the city; and for the election 
of a recorder and a board of water and 


light commissioners.

The sentiment of the 
people in his section has been voiced 
by the grand jury of the adjoining 
county of Oconee, which publicly in- 
dorsed the judge’s refusal.” 

South Hurt in Europe. 

Secretary Walter Cooper took excep- 
tion to the remarks, and demonstrated 
how the reputation of the south was 
injured in foreign countries on ac- 
count of the lynchings. “In Europe,” 
said Mr. Cooper, “the authorities and 
press recognize and fear the growing 
emigration from their own countries 
to the United States, and on that ac- 
count Play up all such stories as that 
of lynchings. They do this in order 
to show the lawlessness of this par- 
ticular section.” 

Judge Hillyer, in opening the meet- 
ing, laid particular stress upon refor- 
mation in criminal and civil court pro- 
cedures, and also stressed the fact ‘that 
out of the many cases of lynchings in 
the south during the past ten years 
but one case of punishment has been 
recorded, though probably 20,000 men 
had participated in the affairs. 

“Legislation, it appears to me, will 
not affect the people of the south ma- 
terially, and therefore I suggest that 
it be the spirit of this law and order

Washington, August 8.—Compléaining 
that the cotton interests had been giv- 


en no time for the presentation of their 
case, Stewart Kramer, of Charlotte, 
N. C., representing the tariff com- 
mittee of the American Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ Association, told the senate 
finance committee today that they could 
only file an “emphatic protest against 
the drastic revision proposed in the 
Underwood bill.”” This was at the first 
and only hearing on the cotton tariff 
revision bill. The committee will re- 
port the bill to the senate by Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Kramer said the cotton manu- 
facturers had been allowed no oral 
hearing, before the house ways and 
means committee, and had been told 
that if they had any facts to lay be- 
fore the committee they might give 
them to Chairman Underwood. Asked 
by Senator La Follette as to the effect 
of the high tariff on machinery in the 
cotton industry, Mr. Kramer declared 
that if we were given a cotton mill un- 
der present conditions he could mot 
operate it at a profit. 

Protest at Reduction. 

J. L. Inving, of Charlotte, protested 
against any reduction in the tariff on 
mercerized goods. He said imports of 
this fabric had steadily increased un- 
der the Payne-Aldrich law and that 
even with the protection now given, 
half of the mills in his line were idle. 

Chairman Penrose, of the committee,

The 
pneumonia and kidney troubles had 
ameliorated somewnat Monday, but 
early Tuesday morning there was a 
recurrence of the congestion of 
kidneys, which was followed by a fur- 
ther attack Tuesday noon. 

Tuesday night Mr. Gates suffered a 
general relapse and gradually sank 
until death intervened. Mrs. Gates 
and son, Charles G. Gates, had been 
at the bedside almost constantly since 
Mr, Gates’ illness was pronounced se- 
rious. % 

A Successful Financier. 


New York, August 8.—The death of 
John W. Gates in Paris today removes 
in his prime, one of the boldest and 
most successful American financiers 


and a picturesque figure in the field of! 


sports. Since 1880; when he organized 
the Southern Wire company, Mr. 
Gates had been a man with whom it 
was necessary to reckon in the par- 
ticular industrial affairs to which he 
had given his attention, In recent 
years he found relaxation from busi- 
ness cares in becoming a prominent 
patron of the American turf, 

Mr. Gates began his business career 
as proprietor of a hardware store at 
Turner Junction, Illinois, near the 
farm where he was born in 1855. His 
parents were Asel A. and Mary Gates. 
At St. Charles, Illinois, in 1879, he 
married Dellora R. Baker, who, with 
their son, Charles G. Gat survive. 

The family had mainta da home 
in New York city for some years. 

From a hardware merchant, 
Gates became interested in 
wire, first as a salesman and later 
as a manufacturer at St. Louis. Fol- 
lowing the Southern Wire company, he 
organized the Braddock (Pa.) Wire 
company, which, in 1892 he combined 
with other wire concerns as the Con- 
solidated Steel and Wire company. Six 
years later this was sold to the Fed- 
eral Steel company. In 1897 he or- 
ganized the American Steel and Wire 
company, now ae subsidiary of the 
United States Steel eorporation. 

Primarily interested in steel and 
later in gold, the financier was also 
identified with many large operations 
of railway and industrial stocks. He 
was known as a shrewd speculator in 
Wall street, through many ventures,
